In the spring the conditions are 


different, and the moon-rise is de- 
layed, so that on successive eve-

OCCUPATION TAX ON CORPORA- 


TIONS QUESTIONED. 


Similar'Act in Ohio Is Unconsti- 


tutional—Sinclair Pipe Line 


Raises Issue in This 


State. 


It is feared by state officers that 


-the- Neferasksr-tfteegpation- tax law 
applying to corporations may cease 
to operate under a decision of the 
United States supreme court which 
held a similar law in Ohio to be in- 
valid on the ground that it is in ef- 
fect a tax upon interstate coni- 
merce. A Delaware company haa 
established factories in Toledo, 0 , 
and contested the validity of 
the 


license tax law. 


The Nebraska law resulted 
in 


the collection of $151,000 in <ees 
by Secretary of State Pool 
last 


year, 
when 


The law dates 
the Nebraska 


from 191S 
legislature 


passed a bill imposing an annual 
occupation tax upon corporations. 
Domestic and foreign corporations 
pay the same fee. The fee is based 
upon capital 
stock paid 
up and 


ranges from $5 to $2,500 a year, 
the latter being, the maximum fur 
corporations 
having 
more than 


$25,000,000 capital 
stock. 
Most 


railroads pay $2,500 annually. Non- 
profit corporations pay $1 a year 
for an occupation tax. 


The Nebraska law exempts from 


this annual 
occupation tax all 


banking, insurance, building and 
loan association corporations pay- 
ing fees and making reports to the 
state auditor or the state banking 
board and all other 
corporations 


paying an annual occupation tax to 
the state under any other law. 


The supreme court of Nebraska 


'has sustained the law. The act 
provides a penalty of 15 per cent 
of the amount of the fee in cases 
of failure to pay within thirty days 
or to file a report required by law. 
Failure of a Nebraska corporation 
to pay subjects it to forfeiture of 
its charter if the default is wilful 
and intentional. 


The Sinclair Pipe Line company 


which has a pipe line thru the 
southern part of Nebraska recent- 
ly asked the attorney general of 
Nebraska for an opinion in regajd 
to its liability under the occupation 
tax law. The pipe line company 
alleges it pays taxes upon 
its 


physical property but alleges that 
a tax for occupation would b» un- 
warranted interference with inter- 
state commerce.

SUPREME COURT ABROGATES 


OLD RULE OF EVIDENCE. 


Litigant Who Once Refuses to 


Produce Documents and Books 


Now Has Liberty to Re- 


cant Later On. 


The rules of evidence received a 


new jolt in supreme court Tuesday, 
when that tribunal said that while 
it realized that a number of courts 
and learned textbook writers held 
to the contrary, now and hereafter 
in Nebraska the rule of evidence 
that "you must either produce a 
document when it is called for or 
never" Is modified so as" to meet 
the more liberal as well as prac- 
tical spirit of sections 890J. and 
8904 of the compiled statutes. 


Earl 
F. 
Sallander 
sued 
the 


Prairie life insurance company for 
an alleged balance of commissions 
due him. He wanted the court to 
order the company to let him look 
at their books so that he might 
show to the jury how much was 
actually owing him. The company 
refused to do this, claimirig he was 
working for a rival company and 
could use the information obtained 
to switch policies to his new 
employer. 


The case was in supreme court 


once before, and on the 
second 


trial the company, saying that the 
reason why it refused 
the 
first 


time no longer existed, offered to 
produce its books in court. 
The 


judge would not permit this be- 
cause of the old rule of evidence 
cited. The jury then took as true 
the affidavit that Sallander made 
as to what was owing him, and 
gave him judgment for $2842. 


The supreme court says that the 


statutes now provide a method by 
which documentary evidence may 
be secured, and that a litigant who 
has once refused to produce it may 
recant. As the reason for the old 
rule has been removed by the sec- 
tions named, there is no reason 
longer for its application. 
To ex- 


clude evidence under this rule, the 
court says, -would bar out testi-

'Automobile. 


The conviction in Saline county 


ol Edward Mares. Wilber garag"- 
man. on a charge of having re- 
ceived and bought an automobile 
stolen from Louis Mougey in Lin- 
coln, was affirmed by the supreme 
court Tuesday. 
Mares was ar-. 


rested following the uncovering by 
the state sheriffs 
office of the 


m>stery oi the theft of a large 
number of automobiles 


Thru the confession of one of 


the men who made auto stealing a 
profession and who is now in state 
prison, a large number of cars 
taken unlawfully were recovered. 
The plan followed was to run the 
stolen cars onto a farm situated a 
few miles from Wilber, where the 
engine numbers were changed and 
other means taken to cover up the 
identity of the machines. 
Mares 


was accused of disposing of some 
oi these thru his garage agency. 


The court says that the verdict is 


sustained by the evidence, and that 
no errors occurred during the prog- 
ress of the trial. The court says 
that it is no longer necessary to 
allege, prove or find the value of 
any 
stolen 
automobile, as 
the 


statute makes it a felony to take 
an automobile of any value. 
In 


this respect it is akin to the cattle 
and horse stealing laws, which 
once differentiated between petit 
and grand larceny, but which now 
make it a felony regardless of the 
value of the animal. The fact also 
that judges may now give indeter- 
minate sentences makes it unneces- 
sary that the jury advise them of 
the value it attaches to the stolen 
property. Nor is it longer neces- 
sary to the validity of an informa- 
tion that it show upon its face the 
term of court at which it was filed 
or that it was filed during term 
time. 
Mares has been out on bail pend- 


ing appeal. 
His sentence runs 


from three to seven years.

The highest point in Nebraska is 


no longer a subject for argument. 
It has been finally and officially 
determined by the United States 
geological survey of the interior, 
department to be located in the 
southwestern part of Banner coun- i 
ty, which is declared to have an , 
altitude of 5,350 feet. The approx-~ 
imate mean altitude of Nebraska 
according to the latest data of the j 
geological survey, is 2,600 feet. The ' 
lowest point in the state is along 
the southeast corner of the state in 
Richardson county, which is 825 
feet above sea level.

Johnson to Keep Digging. 


"I don't know what anyone else 


is doing about it," IIP said, "but I 
do know that I'm going to keep 
digging. Some one has got to keep 
baseball clean and I'm going to 
take care ot my end." 


Johnson admitted that he had no 


reasons to believe that Cozy Dolan 
and Jirrfmie O'Connell were not the 
only Giant players involved in the 
attempt to get Heinie Sand, the 
Philadelphia shortstop to throw a 
ball game to the Giants. He said it 
looked funny at the time and that 
it was very strange that two play- 
ers should invent the idea and try 
to carry it out without having it 
known to others. 


The American league president 


refused to discuss Commissioner 
Landis, who is more or less of an 
open enemy now since Johnson let 
loose his personal blasts against 
the "incompetence" of the baseball 
lord. He said he was preparing for 
no fights at the winter meetings. 
His row with Landis was generally 
expected to have been the signal 
for another bitter fight between 
them. Last winter Landis offered 
to resign when Johnson was mak- 
ing it warm for him. 


Landis is Saying Nothing. 


Landis is also remaining mum 


about the case. He would not com- 
ment upon a report that a Philadel- 
phia pitcher had been called in to 
be investigated before the series. 


The commissioner still insists 


'that he is going to keep digging 
into the scandal. His time will be 
occupied now by an unexpected de- 
velopment of the case that came 
with the suit of Cozy Dolan, one of 
the barred players, to recover his 
share of-the world's series money 
and his name. 


The commissioner's office natur- 


ally will have to defend the suit 
but no plans have been made pub- 


I lie. 
If the commissioner has to 


make public the testimony that 
•was taken when Frisch. Young and 
Kelly were called before him, there 
may be some more interesting 
facts made known.

De- 
spite the open bidding for success- 
ful high school players by other 
educational institutions, a

tin and Coach Fulmer, has flourish- 
ed under the shadow of the very- 
walls of Kearney college, a group 
of able athletes has been rallied to [ 
the local standards. The men who t 
comprise the Kearney squad can- 
not be bought. Some of them, it is 
true, are working for part or all of 
their college expenses. But it is 
also maintained that they give full 
value in labor for every dollar re- 
ceived. 


The practice of making placr^ on 


college employment rolls attractive 
by assigning athletes to "clock- 
winding" jobs has grown apace in 
recent years. That this is true any 
college executive knows from the 
inquiries flooding his summer's 
mail in which athletes candidly set 
forth offers of rival schools. 
To 


one such searcher after knowledge 
the Kearney administrative 
office 


recently wrote: 


"Despite the college policy of en- 


couraging athletes in every honor- 


Kearney with athletic expectations 
must be willing to submit to the 
most grilling competition both be- 
fore and after 
the 
teams 
are 


chosen. Likewise, the college will 
not guarantee him 
any 
employ- 


ment which he cannot do as well 
or better than his competitor. Any 
college which will proselyte stu- 
dents, by offering more, confesses 
to its own dishonesty."

his assistants are 


working with high grade type of

standards.

Opening the Door 


to Tyranny 


The reason for the situation which Mr. La Follcttc seeks to 


change by his proposal to let congress override Hie judgment 
of the supreme court is very simple. 


The makers of the Constitution wanted to build a government 


that would last, and under which the people's rights would bo 


safe. 


They feared to put power in any branch of government that 


would enable that branch to assume dangerous control over the 
other branches. 


Hence the admirable balance between the 
executive, the 


judicial and the legislative branches of government which is the 
very heart of the American system. 


Human experience has proved only too often the reality of the

A.—Yes; but it would be better to 
take the pure cod liver oil if possible. 


F there are degrees in violent pain, I am sure 
•earache would win the prize as a cause of suf- 
fering. 
The ear Is close to the brain. It Is 


supplied with many delicate nerres and is rich in 
blood-vessels. 


When these vessels are crowded with blood as 


is the case in congestion or inflammation, there is 
pressure on the sensitive nerve endings. Immedi- 
ately the brain cries out in pain. 


The pain of earache is stabbing, cutting, shoot- 


ing, knifelike, lancelike—it would take a carload of 
adjectives to describe the suffering of earache. 


Almost everybody who reads this will nod his head in approval, 


because almost everyone has had 
the earache. I had it just once and 
it stands out in my memory more 
vividly than any other physical ex- 
peuence. The map of the world has 
been redrawn since that attack, but 
no fact o£ history or geography is 
impressed on my mind as is that 
night of suffering. 


One of the dreadful things about 


earache is that most of its victims 
are babies or little children. It can 
come at any age, hut the very young 
are more susceptible. 


If a little child suddenly starts to 
cry and fairly screams at times, you 
should suspect earache. Hunt to see 
if a pin is sticking into it somewhere 
and unless this or some other ob- 
vious cause is discovered, you must 
think of earache. 
Too many children have catarrh 


of the nose. Repeated colds make 
it worse and cause it to extend to 
all the mucous membranes of the 
head. 
When 
this 
happens 
the 
Eustachian tube may become in- 
volved. 
The Eustachian tube is a passage- 


way which runs from the back of 
the nose up to the middle-ear. Its 
purpose is to supply air and dram- 
age to that cavity. Every time you 
swallow you can feel the passage 
open and if you have a cold, when 
you blow the nose the ears may feel 
stopped up for a few minutes. The 
swollen tissues of the passageway 
hold the air in the ears, with the 
uncomfortable sensation as a result. 


Children may have adenoids. These 
growths stop up the mouth of the 
Eustachian tube, interfering with its 
drainage. 
When anything occurs to stop up 
this passageway, there is an accum- 
ulation of fluid inside the ear. As 
it gathers it becomes in its effects 
like an abscess, pressing on the deli- 
cate nerves and producing the most 
intense pain. 
To avoid attacks of earache there 
must be found a means of relief from 
Eustachian obstruction. Nasaf ca- 
tarrh must be overcome and the 
adenoids removed. 
There is a double incentive. Not 
only will the earache be guarded 
against, but also you may be spared 
deafness in advanced life. Eustachian 
and middle-ear trouble lead to hard- 
ness of hearing.

HERE is only one God andta lot of minor gods a* well, whom 
Mohammed is his prophet" 


More than a hundred mil- 


lion people living in Africa, Asia and 
Eastern Europe at the present time 
make this statement at least once a 
day. It is a religion which has lasted 
already nearly fourteen hundred 
years, and its vitality is enormous, 
as anybody who has visited Mo- 
hammedan countries can attest. 
Mohammedanism, is a combination 


of the beliefs of the early Christians, 
the Jsws and the Arabs of the fifth 
century put into a book called the 
Koran by an Arab chief named 
Mohammed who -was born in Mecca, 
in Arabia about 570 A. D.

It is not possible when, be- 


cause a man assumes that what he 
knows is truth, he starts in the 
middle. 
He is apt to go in the 


wrong direction. 


A constitution is lin agreement 


between the people of a country as 
to ceitain lundamental rights and 
guarantees. 
Among other things 


the people agree among themselves 
that they won't interfere with one 
another in the 
exercise 
of free 


speech, public assembly or freedom 
to worship in any manner one may 
please 
Mr. LaFollette's plan in- 


volves taking away these guaran- 
tees. 
He 
holds 
for all prac- 


tical purposes that the popular will 
at any time should be allowed to 
govern, and that if at any time the 
majority decides to abolish free 
speech, freedom ot assembly or 
freedom of worship the fact that 
the supreme court finds the consti- 
tution forbids that being done shall 
not stand in the way, so long as 
congress passes the necessary bill. 
This is the latest effort to make 
solemn treaties like the constitu- 
tion as scraps of paper. 


It is an axiom of existence that 


while freedom from 
previous en- 


thrallments gives a class certain 
opportunities for climbing higher it 
also opens the road for them 
to 


head for the nether legions. The 
truth is that more of those thus 
emancipated take the road down 
rather than the pathway up. 
As 


individuals we have been striving 
constantly for mor,e and more lib- 
erty of action. We have it in this 
country to about the limit, at least 
the limit that the country can 
stand. There is nothing to be done 
about it, of course, but we have the 
notion that in a good many cases 
•where the possessors 
have 
the 


good sense not to construe liberty 
as the right to do as they please re- 
gardless of morals and the conven- 
tions, not a very much different re- 
sult is achieved by this craze of 
self-expression, which is only a po- 
lite name for selfishness. 


The cold fact is that the alliance 


between the farmer and laborer in 
politics has been brought about by 
a coterie of politicians who could 
make no headway in the old par- 
ties and who saw an opportunity to 
start one of their own where they 
might secure a partial fulfillment 
ot their ambitions. The opportunity 
lay in the fact that hard times, fol- 
lowing our orgy of inflation and 
speculation, had -made a part of 
each group politically sore. It is a 
combination for protpst purposes 
only If it ever cot into power it 
would split on the rock of diverse 
interest. Meanwhile any gent with 
a cift for expressing how bad a 
sick man feels can use it to ride 
into office.
